CHIGAN MUST 
HAVE SEED CORN}: 


NO COUNTY HAS ENOUGH FOR 


OWN USE SAYS STATE IN- 
SPECTOR, TEST IS 
RECOMMENDED 
Probably, there never was a time 
when the. condition of the seed of a 
next year’s crop meant so much to 


our.seed corn for next year. A 
shortage of good seed corn means 


jess feed for pork and beef and still 


higher priced meat in spite of Mr. 
Hoover. 
The exceedingly wet colt fall 


worked havoc with one of Michigan’s 
most important crops. Com did not 
mature nor did it dry out after cut- 
ting. 

Many a farmer thought he was too 
busy to save his seed corn, or get it 
from his neighbor, and is wishing he 
had taken some of his precious time 
and saved some very precious seed. 
Others think they have seed and they 
have not, or else have much less than 
they supposed. Ask many of those 
whe are drying their seed corn In 
erates or in piles on the floor how 
their seed is coming, “Fine,” is the 
reply. 

it does not need much to prove to 
these that it is not so fine after all. 
Just dig into that pile back of the 
cook stove, or in those crates, or in 
the piles on the floor, and find the 
moldy, damp corn, and many a man 
is greatly surprised. 

Also many a farmer is depending on 
his crib corn for seed, and again he 
is hound to be disappointed, for the 
heavy freeze on the damp. stuff has 
redticed the percentage of germina- 
tion to about 20 percent, according 
to tests run by the Farm Crops de- 
partment at M. A. ©. 

Now then, it is bad when not more 
than one or two counties have seed 
corn enough for themselves, and 
probably haif of the counties have not 
more than one-fourth enough. It is 
on this account that, if the situation 
is as black as painted we had better 
know it now than in the spring when 
‘it is too late, —hence the survey that 
is being made. 

Working on this survey in Michigan 
are six government paid men sent out 
by the Extension Department of the 
Michigan Agricultural CoHege, who 


fare determining the shortage and list- 


ing up available seed corn, and any 
seed barley that can be used to sup- 
plement the shortage next spring. 

Now, to. meet the emergency every 
bit of corn that has been saved should 
be looked’ over right away to make 
sure that it is not moulding, and ev- 
ery bit that is not dry should be hung 
up to dry, so that the air can circu- 
late around it. It is the lack of cir- 
culation that has been the cause of 
so much moldy corn this year. 

Save every bit of old corn that will 
germinate 65. percent or over, for it 
will be needed, and test every. 
before planting next spring. If you 
or seed corn for 
report to Mr. J. W. Nicolson, 
badly needed. 

Any person wishing his corn in- 
spected may have this done, and ger 
: mination tests run, by writing to Mr. 
Nicolson. 

If only a germination test is degir- 
ed, send 50 kernels from 25 ears of 


your seed corn. to Mr. Nicolson with, 
your name and address. The result 


will be returned to you in about ten 
days or two weeks.
